REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Nottingham: 


At the District Meeting held last April, a committee of five 
men was appointed to consult with the School Board and 
recommend to the coming District Meeting their findings in 
regard to better school accommodations for Nottingham. The 
Committee consisted of the following persons: John D, Per- 
kins, chairman; Perley B. Batchelder, Frank P. Smith, 
Arthur W. McDaniel, and Harold Spencer. This committee 
has held several meetings and visited a number of schools in 
other districts. Its report is forecast in the town budget and 
school meeting warrant. It will call for careful considera- 
tion on the part of the voters and deserves action on its 
merits, bearing in mind the present and future interests of 
the town as a whole. Hither their proposition or some alter- 
native is urgently needed to relieve crowded conditions in the 
classrooms and to avoid transportation of pupils to schools 
other than those to which they would normally be assigned. 


After many years of faithful service in teaching and help- 
fulness at the Gebig School, Mrs. Florence L. Miner retired 
from regular teaching, with many expressions of regret and 
good-will from her former pupils and their families. She 
was succeeded by Miss Lillian Stiles, a graduate of Keene 
Normal School, who has specialized in the upper grades. 
Mr. Patrick W. Canning was added to the School Board at 
the last annual meeting of the district. 
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The present organization of the schools is as follows:
